Edgar tells 


SPRINGFIELD —. Happy days 
have returned to the state and 
Gov. fim Edgar’s acinistrstion, 
is the reason why, governor 
said. 

Employment is at an all-time 
high, Edgar said in his annual 
State of the State address before 
a joint session of the Legislature 
Wednesday. 

“Illinois is on the rebound and 
moving ahead,’’ he said. ‘More 
of our People are working; more 
of our people are prospering.’” 

Edgar claimed rredit for keep- 
ing and creating jobs, including 
the recent announcement by 
Granite City’s American Steel 
Foundry to reopen a plant closed 
for more than a year. The plant 
will hire up to 1,200, possibly 
including - laid-off workers_from 
the Owens-Brockway foundry in 
Alton closed earlier this month. 

Edgar also pointed to the 
recent groundbreaking for joint 
military-civilian use of Seett Air 
Force Base that he said would 
provide 15,000 new jobs in South- 
western Illinois, and he said his 
administration is pushing to get 
high-speed rail passenger service 
between Chicago and St. Louis‘ 
on the fast track. : 

“Business is investing in Illi- 
nois because state government is 
investing in business by provid- 
ing basic, essential tools ugh 
fresh programs," he said. 

In the 40-minute address, the 
governor touted new ideas for 
education; blasted a legal sys- 
tem that fuels the greed of per- 
sonal injury lawyers; called for 
limiting focal property tax 
hikes; and declared some drug 
dealers should be sentenced to 
die for certain crimes. 


The observations were made 
while outlining a mix of new and 
old programs. 

The new ones were primarily 
in education, including a Teach- 
er Corps, Student Apprenticeship 
System and Lincoln's Chaliekge. 

“We must ensure that the ‘nex! 
generation of our citizens — the 
children entering the classroom 
and the youth entering the work 
place — will prosper,"’ Edgar

IP process recycles antifreeze

A Collinsville man has been 
recognized for developing a pro- 
cess to recycle thousands of gal- 
Ions of antifreeze used” in Illinois 
Power Co. vehicles. - 

Byron W_ Veech, environmen- 
tal safety manager at IP’s Wood 
River Power Station in East 
Alton, received the Electric 
Power Research Institute’s Inno- 
vators Award in a ceremony at 
the power station on Jan. 20. 

Veech, 37, has been a Collins- 
ville resident since 1979. He and 
his wife; Julie, have two chil- 
dren, Nicholas and Megan. 

Veech holds a bachelor's 
degree in chemistry and environ- 
mental biology from Millikin 
University in Decatur,’and a 
master’s degree in management 
from Lindenwood College in St. 
Charles, Mo. 

Veech received the EPRI 
award’ for coming up with a 
method of recycling antifreeze 
from about 2,000 of the compa- 
ny’s fleet vehicles. 

The reconditioned antifreeze is 
then used in the preheaters at 
the Wood River Power Station. 

.Richard Balzhiser, EPRI pres- 
ident and chief executive officer, 
hailed Veech and the company 
for the project’s results. EPRI is 
based in Palo Alto, Calif

“Your utility has taken the 
lead by utilizing previous EPRI 
research and implementing a 
hazardous waste gram to 
convert a potential Tjabllity into 
a beneficial, cost-saving prod- 

uct,’’ Balzhiser said. 

Veech said workers have recy 
cled about 3,600 gallons of anti- 
freeze at the power station since 
December 1991, and about 2,000 
additional gallons are on-site 
now, ready for recycling. 

“We estimate cost savings 
right. now of about $21,000, and 
we're not really even up to 
speed yet,"’ he said. 

The project is projected. to 
save Illinois Power $380,000 over 
@ 10-year period. 

Veech said he began working 
on the process in 1991. He had 
three barrels of antifreeze to dis- 
pose of, and his regular vendor 
wasn't available to take it right 
away. 

He happened to need more 
antifreeze for another part of the 
lant at the same time, so he 

‘gan working on a way to recy- 
cle the old stuff rather than dis- 
posing of it. 

His system utilizes - holding 
tanks, a series of increasingly 
fine filters, and sodium hydrox 
ide solution — another waste 
product from the plant — to help 
remove any metals from the 
antifreeze.

“One of the things that they 
really liked about it was we used 
all recycled parts from. the 
plant,’” Veech saig. “‘The pipes, 
tanks and pumps we used 4li 
were items scrapped from the 
plant. The. whole thing only cgst 
us about $2,600 to set up. 

“We've already had a couple 
of other utilities: come down and ' 
look at it, and they are consider- 
ing building similar .systems,"’ 
he said. 

Antifreeze is a toxic substancé 
that poisons sevéral thousand 
people in the United States each ~ 
year and is the leading cause ‘of 
pet poi poisenings. It may create 

if poured down a drain, 
A affattiod in a yard or left within 
reach of children.

One investing method — 


The million dollar question 
when inves’ in the stock 
market is: ‘ will the 
market go, up, and when will it 
go down?’’ 

The answer to this question 
usually boils down to “market 

.”* In other words, 
the latest financial 

‘ormation, such as the 
unemployment rate, changes in 
the interest and tion rates, 
the national debt and profit/loss 
data on large stock companies

From this information, then 
try to predict buy and sel! 

ities, This seerns pretty 
straightforward, right?. 

Wrong! It is a very 
complicated and stressful way to 
manage mon ind 
investments...ft requires daily, 
hands-on management and 
access to the very latest 
financial news of national and 
global financial issues. 

If one is not into analyzing the 
market, some people find 
themselves buying and selling 
market adjustments. However, 
many people buy and sell off 
emotions and forget about the 
analytical side. So what happens 
is they buy when the market is 
selng and sell when it’s falling. 
Yet these same people would 
never walk into a department 
store and buy items when the 
prices are high. They wait for 
sales, or when the market 
declines, to ‘invest’ their 
hard-earned cash for durable 
goods. 

It is my opinion that if you are 
investing for the long-term, 
stock market dips are buy 
opportunities and stock market 
surges are buy opportunities. By 
long-term, I mean at lease a 
five-year holding period. 

So how can one be a ‘‘market 
timer"’ without having to get 
caught up in the daily analysis 
and stress? In addition, how can 
one make cost effective 
purchases that in the long run 
average out better than 
occasional lump sum emotional 
purchases? The answer is simple 
and it is called Dollar Cost 
Averaging. 

Dollar Cost Averaging, or DCA 
as I shall refer to it, eliminates 
trying to outguess the next 
market swing and stay one step 
ahead of market trends. It helps 

reduce investment risk and 
weather changing markets. 

* With DCA, an individual - 

consistently invests the same 
amount of money at regular 
intervals (monthly, quarterly, 
semi-annual) over a period of 
time, regardless, of whether the 
market is rising or falling. The 
result is the individual purchases 
more shares when prices are low 
and fewer shares when prices 
are high. Thus, the individuals 
average price per-share ends up 
lower than the market average. 

For example, Barb would like 
to invest $2,000 every quarter. 
Her investment is with XYZ 
Company, which for this 
example is a fictitious company. 
Barb's two-year purchase history 
is illustrated below.

Notice that when the price of 
stock rises, $2,000 buys fewer 
shares. For example at $33 per 
share, $2,000 buys only 60 shares 
in quarter 3, but at $18 per share 
in quarter 6 Barb receives 111 
shares. 


Because more shares are 
acquired when the price of the 
stock falls, this has the effect.af 
pulling down the average cost of 
a Share. If Barb had purchased 
off her emotions, and only 
purchased stock as it was rising 
in the first three quarters, and 
then stopped buying when prices 
declined in the fourth through 
sixth quarters, she would own 
much fewer shares at a much 
high cost basis 


But, inthis example, since 
Barb is using DCA as her 
investment approach, if the 
price of XYZ Company stock 
now rises, she will earn more 
profits on the lower priced 

and this will increase the | 
return on the éntire position. 


The investor who follows a 
policy of dollar cost averaging 
should not assume that such a 
strategy will lead to a positive 
return on the investments. 
Stocks that have downward price, 
trend may not change course, or 
many years may pass before the 
price of the security rises to its 
previous level. 


DCA may or may not be the 
right investment approach for an 
individual. As always, an

‘ The first thing parents should do is meet with 
their child's ‘teacher. Many rents may put off 
deing this or reg the problem hoping it will go 
@way. It probably will not. ‘ 

If the teacher has ‘not contacted you, then take 
the initiative and call her. Schedule the meeting 
When everyone involved has eno time to dis-. 
cuss the situation. The teacher’s 15-minute break 

tween music and reading class is not an appro- 
priate time. At least an i -be-n to 
Blan an effective strategy for solving any serious 
Problem, 

Do not allow fault-finding to dominate the con- 

wersation. Assigning blame for the problem. does 
‘mot solve it. Keep the conversation on behaviors 
#nd responsibilities of the parties’ involved. 
“Make a list of things that each Person will do to 
make the situation better. There should be a list 
for the teacher, the parents and the student. 
Decide on a spec date to review the situation 
either in son or by telephone. This follow-up 
Meeting should be within the next three to four 
Weeks. 

If your child is having trouble in many areas at 
school, it will be necessary to set priorities. Fail- 
fire can become a vicious cycle for a child and you 
bill have to help him break this pattern. 

hen setting priorities, most people attack the 
Wrst problem first. This may not be the best idea 
hen working with a habitually failing child. 
se an area where your child can start to feel

Remember to reward your child for his success, 
especially in the beginning of your improvement 
aes It is not necessary or even desireable to 

ribe your child to do his school work. But smail 
rewards-and family recognition can be powerful 
motivators for a child struggling to improve. 

Do not_use just report cards and grades as indi- 
cators of success. Your child’s success may need 
to be measured in smaller doses than completed 
pages in a workbook, written assignments or quiz- 
zes. 


Remediating your child’s problem will take 
time, but you should expect to see small improve- 
ments over a few weeks. If no positive change is 
noticed in this time, you need to meet with the 
teacher again and change your tactics 

If the problem does not’ show signs of lessening 
after a few months of attention, it may be neces- 
Sary to seek additional help. The teacher may not 
Have the expertise necessary’ to deal with your 
child’s problem. 

Most schools have professional staff to deal with 
problems in reading, learning disabilities and emo- 
tional problems 

Continue to look for help until you find the per- 
son who can help your child. You will need to be 
calm, consistent and persistent to help your falter- 
ing child get back on the road to success.
